I have just read in 
your suggestions about history ot 
Rockcastle county and I will be 
glad to render any assistance I can 
in way of getting up such facts as 
will be of interest I can only re 
member back to about 1854 and not 
very much that transpired till after 
that time as I was Imro in 1849.

People must fully realize that to 
make the farms profitable, we must 
have improved roads. Such an 
organization will produce an effect- 
ive agitation and develop a desire 
for better roads. It will also en- 
courage the Fiscal Court to con- 
atruct roads and bridges.
